The  old  orange  groves  nestled  amid  the  palm  studded  sub-tropical  forest 
in  Highlands  Hammock  State  Park  are  delighting  the  visitors  to  this  out- 
standing area  at  this  time  of  the  year.  Northern  visitors  particularly  enjoy 
seeing  the  golden  hue  of  the  fruit  against  the  contrasting  deep  green  of  the 
foliage. 

Visitors  are  allowed  to  pick  some  fruit  using  ladders  under  the  watchful 
eyes  of  the  guides,  and  they  delight  in  eating  the  luscious  sweet  seedling 
oranges  “cracker  style.”  However,  if  by  mistake  fruit  is  taken  from  a white 
banded  sour  orange  tree  the  taste  is  pungently  unforgetable. 

Such  fruit  as  is  not  needed  for  the  visitors  is  sold  to  local  packing  houses 
and  the  proceeds  are  used  for  part  of  the  upkeep  of  the  park.  The  birds  and 
many  animals  get  their  fill  of  fruit  and  in  so  doing  add  to  the  enjoyment  of 
the  visitors. 

During  the  past  months  the  number  of  visitors  to  the  park  has  been  par- 
ticularly large.  They  have  come  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  have 
marveled  at  the  beauty  and  interest  in  this  outstanding  park.  It  lies  on  the 
line  between  Highlands  and  Hardee  Counties.

LABELING 

During  the  past  summer  a sys- 
tem of  permanent  labels  has  been 
adopted  for  the  identification  of 
plants  on  the  grounds  of  the  Flor- 
ida Botanical  Garden  and  Arbore- 
tum. We  have  selected  a small 
copper  tag  attached  to  wire  which 
is  inscribed  with  the  scientific  name 
of  the  plant,  common  name  and 
the  country  fi’om  which  it  comes. 
This  tag  is  inconspicuous  yet  at 
file  time  clearly  legible  and  as- 
i.  .res  the  correct  name  of  the  plant 
c.t  all  times.  All  the  plants  in  the 
have  been  labeled  and 
tliose  Y.'.iic’h  have  been  planted  out 
are  1 appropriately  labeled  as 
rapidly  as  possible. 


NURSERY 

During  the  past  half  year  much 
of  the  ‘'garden”  has  centered  about 
the  nursery.  The  primary  function 
of  this  nursery  is  to  s’upyl.y  plants 
for  the  garden.  This  objective  re- 
sults in  an  ever  changing  scene 
from  the  seed  beds  and  cutting 
benches,  beds  of  small  seedlings 
to  beds  with  plants  ready  to  set 
out  in  the  lining  out  fields,  where 
they  continue  to  grow  until  such 
atime  that  they  can  be  set  out  in 
their  permaneirt  place  in  the  park. 
However,  we  soon  found  that  many 
of  the  more  tender  plants  could 
not  be  planted  out  at  this  time  so 
it  seemed  advisable  to  set  aside 
a portion  of  the  house  for  display 
purposes.  Three  display  beds  have 
been  created  and  planted  to  take 
care  of  this  stock.  One  bed  was 
devoted  to  foliage  plants,  another 
to  ferns  and  fern  allies,  while  the 
last  was  planted  to  cacti  and  suc- 
culents. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appre- 
ciation to  our  many  friends  of  the 
garden  for  their  generous  interest 
and  support  which  is  making  this 
project  possible.  We  especially 
wish  to  thank  the  Florida  Federa- 
tion of  Garden  Clubs  for  their  do- 
nation which  has  made  the  azalea 
garden  a reality,  and  Mrs.  Swear- 
ingen, of  -Avon  Park  for  the  beau- 
tiful group  of  palms  which  have 
been  planted  in  the  palm  garden. 


WOOD  COLLECTION 
Due  to  lack  of  time  and  other 
pressing  business  little  was  done 
on  the  wood  collections  until  late 
fall.  However,  all  the  wood  samples 
have  been  cut  to  a uniform  size, 
planed  and  sanded,  and  are  ready 
to  be  placed  on  exhibition  as  soon 
as  the  new  display  panels  are  pre- 
pared. A total  of  87  blocks  have 
been  prepared.  In  addition  9 native 
Florida  woods  have  been  secured 
from  Peace  River  valley,  which  are 
in  the  process  of  drying. 

This  small  collection  falls  into 
three  groups:  (1)  Woods  of  Flor- 
ida, (2)  Other  woods  native  to  the 
United  States,  and  (3)  Foreign 
■woods.  The  following  countries  and 
shates  are  represented:  Alaska, 
California,  Oregon,  Idaho,  Mon- 
tana, Kansas,  Minnesota,  Michigan

A Spell  on  the  Yul^cn

Prohibition  was  just  another 
word  in  Alaska.  Bootleg  hooch  was 
plentiful  and  cheap;  .;  moreover, 
former  saloon  keepers  had  thought- 
fully provided  for  the  prosperous 
by  caching  large  supplies  of  bond- 
ed whiskey  just  before  giving  up 
the  legal  ghost. 

The  liquor  problem  brought  dual 
headaches.  Bored  to  death,  fed  up 
with  routine,  with  nothing  in  store 
for,  the  next  year  but  a similar 
winter,  the  men  were  in  a recep- 
tive mood  for  the  bottle.  We  had 
real  parties  to  contend  with. 

One  officer  broke  up  a noisy 
shindig  in  town,  and  although  sin- 
glehanded, managed  to  shepherd 
fifteen  hilarious  and  drunken  sold- 
iers back  to  barracks.  A payday 
razee  in  the  Doughboy  barracks 
almost  culminated  in  a mutiny.  We 
tried  discipline  on  the  drunks,  but 
then  we  could’nt  jail  half  the  com- 
pany. 

To  top  off  this  depressing  situ- 
ation, we  had  narcotics  to  combat. 
Several  dope  peddlers  plied  their 
racket  in  the  vicinity  and  found  a 
lucrative  market.  On  two  occasions 
coke-crazed  soldiers  narrowly  es- 
caped committing  murder.  One  lad, 
full  of  happy  dust,  shot  a hole 
through  the  orderly-room  window 
which  had  been  graced  by  the  com- 
pany clerk’s  head  a split-second 
before.  Another  demonstrated  his 
markmanship  upon  the  tam-o- 
shanter  of  the  postexchange  ser- 
geant while  that  worthy  still  had 
it  on.  The  bullet  deftly  lifted  the 
tarn  from  the  sergeant’s  head, 
leaving  uninjured  but  considerably 
startled. 

One  old  sergeant,  almost  ready 
for  retirement  and  hitherto 
dependable,  went  completely  hay- 
wire while  on  guard.  It  was  only 
with  considerable  difficulty  that 
the  officer  of  the  day  succeeded  in 
calming  him  down.  Solitary  was 
the  cure  for  the  corporal  who  ran 
amok.  Two  privates  of  the  guard 
stuck  rifles  in  the  snow  and 
blithely  started  out  over  the  hill — 
this  in  a land  where  there  was  no 
place  to  go.  Even  the  usually 
harmless  QM  detachment  had  its 
moments.  There  a ninety-pound 
private  suddenly  went  berserk  and 
emerged  looking  for  trouble.  He 
picked  a 200-pound  Infantry  ser- 
geant and  did  his  determined  best 


to  take  him  apart. 

These  little  incidents  portray 
the  mood  and  temper  of  men  un- 
der the  strain  of  monotony.  Under 
such  conditions  an  officer  must  be  ■ 
tiTily  understanding  and  tactful  to 
hold  his  men  together. 

The  trouble  was  not  confined  to 
the  enlisted  men — the  officers 
themselves  grew  increasingly 
quarrelsome  and  irritable.  The 
most  trifling  incident  was  enough 
to  turn  one’s  best  pal  into  a pet 
tish  schoolboy.  Before  the  winter 
was  over,  our  little  garrison  had 
divided  into  two  moody  and  bitter 
factions. 

Civilians  were  no  more  immune 
from  spells  of  Arctic  lunacy  than 
we.  In  fact,  the  craziest  show  I 
ever  saw  was  taged  by  a civilian. 
This  buck  hated  the  town  marshal 
who  had  once  laid  him  by  the  heels 
for  a minor  offense.  So,  one  day, 
our  village  bad  man  got  himself 
a snootful  and  forthwith  descended 
upon  the  jail.  Finding  its  guardian 
absent,  he  took  possessiori,  and  at 
once  began  shouting  drunken  de- 
fiance at  the  sovereign  territory 
of  Alaska  in  general  and  at  the 
toAvn  marshal  in  particular.!  came 
into  the  picture  when  the  marshal 
burst  into  my  room  at  the  hotel 
and  demanded  my  pistol.  His,  it 
seemed,  had  been  left  at  the  jail. 

I passed  over  my  Colt,  and  thus 
armed,  this  stout  son  of  the  North 
Countree  stormed  the  lockup.  Only 
in  Alaska  can  I conceive  of  a yegg 
breaking  his  way  into  jail. 

We  fought  the  dreariness  of  in- 
door life  with  an  endless  round  of 
dances,  smokers,  boxing  matches, 
bowling  tournaments,  competitive 
games,  picture  shows,  and  every 
conceivable  kind  of  contest.  But 
still  to  no  effect — a look  out  of  the 
window  and  you  saw  the  same 
cheerless  expanse  of  white,  unend- 
ing and  unbroken. 

Not  all  our  time  was  spent  in- 
doors, for  we  did  engage  in  winter 
sports.  Mushing  dog  teams  was  a 
favorite  recreation.  The  quarter- 
master corral  boasted  several  good 
teams.  A few  of  the  noncoms 
bought  dogs,  br  won  them  with 
practiced  fingers  over  the  gam- 
bling rabies  in  town.  I shared  a 
team  with  the  Doughboy  quarter- 
master and  the  surgeon  acquired 
one,  too. 


A satisfactory  dog  sled  set  you 
back  fifty  dollars,  but  a good  lead 
dog  came  higher  and  was  worth 
whatever  he  cost.  Dogs  are  not 
pampered  parlor  pets  in  Alaska— 
they  are  beasts  of.  burden.  At 
times,  they  are  ferocious,  snarling 
beasts,  beat  handled  with  whip  or 
club.  But  these  wolfish  animals 
possess  an  uncanny  intelligence, 
and  many  a man  owes  his  life  to 
the  unerring  accuracy  of  a lead 
dog’s  nose  bent  on  a snow-covered 
ti*ail  that  is  invisible  to  his  master. 

On  all  outdoor  duty  or  activities 
it  Avas  necessary  to  wear  the  spe- 
cial type  of  clothing  known  as 
Alaskan  issue.  This  outfit,  though 
decidedly  effective  in  providing 
protection  against  the  elements, 
could  scai’cely  be  classed  as  rakish. 
Reading  from  top  to  bottom  the 
principal  items  included:  fur  caps, 
flapped  for  face  protection;  heavy 
outer  coats  over  the  thick  breech- 
es; long  woolen  stockings  worn 
over  the  breeches  legs  and  rolled 
below  the  knees;  and  moccasins 
with  thick  felt  insoles.  In  damp 
weather  Ave  wore  mucklucks,  but 
these  were  not  often  necessary,  for 
Alaskan  snow  is  usually  quite  dry. 
Ordinary  shoes  were  out,  for  leath- 
er froze  as  hard  as  a brick.  The 
moccasins  were  quite  comfortable 
in  spite  of  their  lack  of  heels. 

A soldier  in  this  get-up  looked 
about  as  military  as  a Maori  chief  - 
tain. Perhaps  this  strictly  utili- 
tarian ensemble  had  something  to 
do  with  the  lack  of  discipline. 

As  the  months  wore  on,  the  day 
imperceptibly  grew  longer.  At  last 
the  snow  began  to  melt,  and  the 
ground  became  mushy.  Now,  as  if 
to  make  up  for  his  long  nap,  the 
sun  wox’ked  overtime.  One  fine 
morning  we  woke  up  to  a series  of 
deafening  crashes — ^for  the  ice  had 
started  moving  in  the  Yukon!  The 
river  turned  into  a crashing,  grind- 
ing torrenl  of  ice  floes.  For  ten 
days  it  was  unsafe  to  cross.  Long- 
ingly we  eyed  the  mail,  piled  Avith- 
in  sight  on  the  opposite  bank. 

Ducks  winged  in  from  the  south. 
Soon  the  ponds  were  alive  with 
them  and  it  was  no  feat  at  all  to 
bag  five  or  six  varieties  on  one 
hunt. 

Now  came  hew  surprises.  The 
uninterrupted  daylight  was  hard 
to  get  used  to.  At  taps  it  required 
a sort  of  self-hypnosis  to  make 
bedtime  convincing  with  the  sun 
going  full  blast.  RcAdlle  would 
fin.d  the  sim  at  mid  sky.  On  the  21st 
of  June  it  shone  right  on  through 
midnight.

The  game  started  out  as  though 
it  would  be  a push-over  for  Co.

The  new  meat  block,  the  all-steel 
serving  table,  all  have  added  to 
the  appearance  and  to  the  ease  of 
preparing  bigger  and  better  meals. 


EDUCATIONAL  BUILDING 
This  building  is  finally  blossom- 
ing out  as  one  of  the  prettiest  in 
camp.  The  ceiling  and  the  upper 
half  of  the  walls  painted  in  white, 
and  the  lower  half  of  the  wall  in 
green,  gives  a pleasing  combina- 
tion to  the  eye. 

The  new  lamp  shades  add  con- 
siderably to  the  looks  and  to  the 
ease  of  reading.  Curtains  for  the 
windows  are  almost  ready  to  be 
put  in  place  and  surely  will  be  in- 
stalled within  a day  or  two.

Even  the  supply  room  with 
its  stained  ceiling  and  new  shelves 
boasts  of  great  improvement. 


INFIRMARY 

The  new  toilet  accommodations  in 
this  building  has  improved  the 
health  conditions  tremendo  u s 1 y . 
With  new  hot  water  heater  at- 
tachment and  all,  it  would  make 
being  sick  almost  a pleasure. 


RECREATION  HALL 
The  recreation  hall  has  not  been 
left  out  of  the  picture.  If  the  re- 
quests for  material  is  approved, 
then  this  company  is  assured  of 
one  of  the  best  “rec”  halls  in  the 
3C’s. 


BUILDING  ATHLETIC  FIELD 

A scene  of  activity  in  the  camp 
lately  has  been  the  spot  across 
the  Hammock  road  from  the  gen- 
eral office.  Men  are  busy  with  hoes 
and  rakes  in  clearing  a space  for 
the  purpose  of  putting  down  an 
athletic  field.  The  whole  plot,  ap- 
proximately 100  ft.  long  and  75  ft. 
w'ide,  will  be  covered  several  inch- 
es with  clay. 

First  to  be  constructed  will  be 
the  combination  basket  ball  court 
and  tennis  court,  "the  basket  ball 
court  will  be  45  feet  wide  and  90 
feet  long.  On  either  side  in  the 
center  there  will  be  posts  to  which 
it  will  be  possible  to  attach  a ten- 
nis net.

HERBARIUM 

Work  on  the  herbai’ium  has  pro- 
gressed steadily  during  the  past 
six.  months  period.  Short  field  trips 
into  Highlands  Hammock,  on  the 
property  of  the  Florida  Botantical 
Gardens  and  the  near  vicinity,  as 
well  as  two  days’  work  along  the 


Peace  River  between  Fort  Meade 
and  Wauchula  have  enriched  the 
herberium  by  137  sheets.  During 
the  first  part  of  November  the 
writer  made  a vacation  trip  to  Key 
West  and  the  lower  keys,  collect- 
ing much  new  material  which  has 
been'  worked  up  and  mounted.  This 
material  and  a good  deal  more  is 
now  moimted,  determined  and  ready 
for  distribution  into  the  general 
collection.  However,  lack  of  herb- 
arium case  room,  prevents  filing 
at  this  time. 

Studies  and  determinations  of 
the  material  on  hand  have  been 
continued  during  the  summer,  and 
much  material  is  now  ready  to  be 
added  to  the  collection  as  soon  as 
space  becomes  available. 

Some  time  has  been  devoted  to 
the  study  of  the  mosses  and  Liver- 
worts found  growing  in  Highlands 
Hammock  and  vicinity  with  a view 
to  working  up  this  group  during 
the  coming  season.  An  exchange  of 
hepatics  was  made  with  Dr.  T.  C. 
Frye,  of  the  University  of  Wash- 
ington. He  has  very  kindly  offered 
to  name  all  material  which  wle 
might  send  him. 

The  cryptogamic  collection  now 
numbers  sixty  sheets  representing 
as  many  species.  This  is  only  a 
beginning,  as  very  little  time  has 
been  devoted  to  their  study.
